Mr. Roosevelt r^h'mx insists that this is not 

a onc-iuan movement of his; tbnt it is a cause. 

Why does he refase to see that he is thecaase? 

How uan he sappose that people will fail to 

note that he provoked the crisis, and that his 
rejectio i ends hotli c;iusj aiul orij^is? 

We do nut believe that the Republican party 
•is dead. As maoh was said of the Demooratio 
party in 1896— said and widely believed. It 
was repeated with greater emphasis and wider 
ncceptiinco in r.»OU. Vet, n? a matter of tact, 
its vitality was not so much as impaired. 

Temporarily the Republican party is in 
eclipse; this is its dark, i)erhaps even its dark- 
est, lirtiir. But the activity of such men as 
Ilailley and Cuininins eucourages the belief 
that its return to the light is not far distant; 
eliminate Theodore Roosevelt and it might 
soon heal its wounds and forget the past. And 
it's precisely this possibility, this likelihood, 
even, that Democrats mnst bear in mind. 
Theirs is the victory, but a victory largely due 
to revolt in the camp of the enemy.

B^ident Wilson will find hardly a weak 
spot anywhere.

'nry will not be compelled to visit New York 
three or four timc» and a^k the bankers to 
lend him ^r)(i,0OO,(i()() in gold at a tiMie with 
which to I (!|»loiitisli the Fedcial Trt-asury. 

For these reasous tlie new Admitiistralion 
will not he compelled to tace einltarrassnients 
as President Cluvuluud was forced to do at 
the beginning of his second administration. 
This^eiplains in part not only the attitude of 
bn^ness toward the result of the election, but 
also the conditions in the securities market 
which have made it possible for the speonlators 
on a- large scale to a]>|)ear in that market. 

It has l)een observed that some of those 
who are leailors in the worKl of linance and of 
coninioroo and uf ludustiy are gently (qualify- 
ing their jirediciiuus about the continued acti- 
vity of our liusiness j)ro])erity by saying that 
these conditions will undoubtedly last (or some 
months, and will last a good deal longer than 
a period of six or eight months, if there be no 
legislation «t Washington which causes reason* 
able basinest apprehension. 

This Huggestion, and this alone, reveals what 
business men think of the future. Their forecast 
is very hopetui, but they are not willing to 
predict delinitely, since they are not able to 
sa^ what the course of the (new Adminis- 
tration and the ue^ Congress will be with re- 
spect t o some matters that vitally atfeot bnsi* 
ness. Their disposition is to believe that 
nothing will bd done which ean ftaiODably 
jnstify bosineai apprehension. Bat their pur- 
pose if to await until after the advent of the 
new Administration before giving a floi|,opin- 
ioD^^Holland's New York letter in CniHtK 
Boqoirer. 



President Taft's has decided to settle down 
in Gincinnati his old home town where he can 
feel that be has some real friends and neigh- 
bors.
